WHY TEACHER SHORTAGES? 


For some weeks now the Alberta Ed- 
ucational Council has conducted a cam- 
paion, similar to that of last year, seek- 
ing to obtain fifty per cent of the cost 
of edueation from the provincial govern 
ment. and seeking to allay the teacher 
shortage through more attractive prem- 
iums, 

\ letter received this week from the 
Couneil points out that this week they 
are calling attention to the failure to at- 
tract men to the teaching profession in 
numbers. and suggesting that this is 
due to the failure of the profesion to 
offer inducements in the way of profits 
asa reward for enterprise. Security 
should then be provided, they surgest. . 
an adequate super-annuation scheme. 

In this, we feel the Council is on the 
wrong track. We know of some school 
trustees, even, who feel that the remun: 
eration angle is not what is bothering 
men and women who think of teaching 
as a livelihood. Salary schedules were 
improved and little improvement in the 
shortage was noted. Teachers presently 
teaching are considering a change of 
profession. . . . .in some cases to jobs 
paving less money. ; 

As we say, we feel this is not the right 
answer, 


But if the Council feels that greater: 


reward will help, then we feel that it 


should not necessarily be in the form of | 


higher grants, but in the form of great- 
er increases for experience. We know 
of few lines of endeavour where an un- 
tried novice ean get thirteen or fourte n 
hundred dollars a vear after obtoeining a 
diploma from a training school, We 
would be much more in favor ef vaying 
teachers less for the first year’s work 
pnd increasing more for experience gain

History gives us 
every reason to believe that, if they 
are aided and strengthened, there 
will be more liberty, prosperity, 
security and happiness for all the 
world than if they are left in their 
present plight. 

As for the third consideration, the 
U.S. is playing an opponent who is 
strong, clever, and tricky. He is 
jut to win. He does a lot of bluff- 
ing. It is not quite certain when 
he is betting from bluff and when 
from strength. 

There is another gamble of course. 


Men Wanted 


In 1939 there were 14,718 men 
teachers in the fnglish-speaking 
provinces of Canada, and even then 
it was felt that this number was far 
too small to provide the necessary 
leadership and balance in education. 
But in 1946 there were only 11,684 
men teachers. It is common know: 
ledge that hundreds of very promis- 
ing men in our own province took 
the opportunity on returnin, from 

ar-services to leave teaching and 
enter other occupations. 

Men are needed in education to 
head our graded schools in cities, 
towns and villages; to go into rural 
communities where women teach- 
ers do not care to go; to give lead- 
ership to boys in athletic and clu} 
ctivities, and to assist in shaping 
the cultural life of our cammunities. 
We have too few of them, and over 
a ten-year period their numbers are 


in Education 


decreasing. ‘ 

The main reason for this decline 
in the relative number of men teach- 
ers is that teaching as a career 
fails to offer two things. It fails 
io offer any prospect of making 
mouey, and it fails to offer any old 
age security. Men of average com- 
mon sense and intelligence want 
one or the other. If they give up 
the chance of “making a killing” 
they should be assured of a retiring 
pension. If they can have a chance 
in the world of free enterprise they 
will not look for a pension. But few 
men are likely to look with inter- 
est at a publie service which offers 
limited pay and no pension. It is 
high time, in the public interest, 
that a proper and adequate Teacher 
Suuperannuation Seheme was put 
into effect in this and all Canadian 
provinces. 


None So Blind 


To tempt men to indulge them 
selves - that’s a funny way to fight 
a war. 

But those planning military war 
know that indulgences make men 
soft. 

And those fighting the “class war” 
know they cannot win unless they 
can get men to hate each other 
They know they cannot get men 
to live and hate each other unless 
they destroy all moral standards.

And those who 
do not see what these demoralizing 
forces have in mird, cannot meet 
them, 

Fight to keep our moral standards 
in the world if you want to keep 
democracy.
